The greatest percentage of in- 
come of WMAL and WRC vorines 
from Gordon Hltlenmark’s' mbrnihg 
program from 6 to 9 a.m., Mr. IJodge'' 
continued. 

Electrical transcription, on a. high- 
fidelity record, upon which is re- 
corded a complete five or 15-mlnute 
program It of particular use to local 
radio stations, Mr. Dodge explained. 

Most of the transcriptions are 
made out on the west coast where 
talent tends to concentrate. Sale.s- 
men tour the various radio stations 
over the country with samples. 

At several places in the record 
there are blank spaces or soft music 
Is played, thus allowing for adver- 
tising spots. In this manner com- 
plete programs for 26 weeks or 
longer may be sold to clients, Mr. 

Dodge added. 

Every type of business advertises 
over the air, he said, with the ex- 
ceptlon of a few not adaptable to 
radio broadcasting, such as gypsies, 
liquor, laxatives, undertakers, etc. 

After his talk. Mr. Dodge escorted 
the group on a tour of the two sth- 
tlons, describing points of interest. 

The studios are similar to those 
in Radio City, he said. The walls 
ara covered with a mica prepara- 
tion which Is a sound absorbing 
composition, preventing echoes in- 
to microphones. The ceilings and 
some of the walls are constructed 
of perforated beaver board, which 
also absorbs sound. 

Telephone lines connect various 
main points around Washington, 
such as the Capitol, hotels, etc., 
with the master control board, 
which permits practically every pro- 
gram to he broadcast over the mas- 
ter control hoard.

In 
those days, the ritual of S.- A. E. 
was incorporated in the constitu- 
tion and it was impossible to per- 
mit its examination by non-init}. 
ales. After holding several meet- 
ings secretly the difficulty was 
finally resolved in a compromise. 
Professor Initiated 

A young and popular professor, 
Edward T. Fris'toe. was initiated 
and upon his approval the first fra- 
.’ernity was allowed to continue. 
Soon thereafter, so pleased'was ihe 
chapter with the Interest of Profes- 
sor Frlsloe that Dr. George W. 
Sampson .president of the college, 
was invited to become a member, 
and the head of the college became 
an S. A. E. 

Known and revered by all mem- 
bers of S. A. E., Washington Ci»y 
Rho is tTadilionally the "Chapter 
which survived the war.'" With the 
btrih of the fraternity in and 
the limiting of chapters to the "old 
south," the outbreak of the clvU 
war found the majority of S. A. E.’i 
cairylrtg arms. Schools were closed 
and only this chapter cominueri to 
maintain the life of the Fraternity 

After the war Its members took 
the lead Ih reviving the chapter# 
that had become dormant.

1920, of Gamma Delta Rho, 
a local group which was the first 
10 iryclude women from the School 
of Law, Heretofore fraternities had 
drawn their meml)ership from the 
department of arts and sciences. 

During its local existence that 
group gained distinction In many 
ways. In the fall of 1922 It was 
admitted to the local Panhellenic 
association and Gamma Delta Rho’s 
president, Verna Short (Davis), was 
chosen as toattmlstrest for (he an- 
nual Panhellenic scholarship lunch- 
eon held (hat spring. By that time 
most of the other women's fraternl- 
lles were following the example set 
by Gamma Delta Rho and were ex- 
tending invitations to membership 
to women in all dapartments of the 
University. 

Also about that time the enthusi- 
asm brought back from an Intercol- 
legiate basketball game at the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh by Lucille 
Proctor (Ducy). who had been en- 
tertained by the Zeta Tau Alpha.s 
there, resulted In the decision of the 
strong and well-known local group 
to petition Zeta Tau Alpha.
